Bohemian JMethoduf Planting Orchards 


— A horticulturist of Bohemia has a 
b e a u t i f u l p l a n t a t i o n of the best sort of 
fruit-trees, which have neither sprung 
from seed nor grafting. 
His plan is to 


take shoots from the choicest sorts, in- 
sert each of them into a potatoe. and 
plunge both into the ground, leaving 
but an inch or two of the shoot above 
the surface. 
The potatoe nourishes 


the shoot whilst it is striking root, ar.d 
the bhoot gradually springs up and be- 
comes a healthy tree, bearing the best 
fruit, u i t h o u t requiring to lie grafted. 
This discovery is valuable ; for if the 
seed or kernels of apples are sown, all 
except that one roundish seed which 
differs in appearance from the others, 
produce crabs instead of apples. Cut- 
tings, too, when committed to the earth. 
rarely succeed. 
The sun dries up the 


sap before a root is formed, and it must 
be under very favourable circumstan- 
ces that a cutting will answer the ex- 
pectations of him who plants it 
But 


the'Bohemian method seldom fails.

Economy Society in this county, (Beav- 
er) have brought this branch of Indus- 
try to a greater degree of perfection 
than its most sanguine friends had anti- 
cipated in so short a period. 
During 


the past season they raised from 70 to 
75 pounds of raw silk, and are now man- 
ufacturing it int6 handkerchiefs and 
vestings. 
The handkerchiefs are of a 


good quality, though nothing extraor- 
dinary, but the vesting, (at least the 
pattern we saw) is an elegant and sub- 
stantial fabric — for beauty and durabil- 
ity it exceeds any foreign article of the 
kind we have seen 
The price of the 


vesting we consider low, at gl 50 per 
yard, or pattern. 
A number of pat- 


terns have been forwarded to Harris- 
burg, to members of the legislature — 
one for Governor Wolf, and some for 
members of his cabinet. 
The one we 


saw, is in possession of John R. Shan- 
non, Esq. of this place, where persons 
wishing to examine the fabric can call. 
This society cerfainly deserves to be 
patronized, for their industry and per- 
severance in" the manufacture of silk; 
and we are well assured that nothing is 
•wanting but a sight of their fabrics to 
insure a ready market for all they can 
manufacture. 


Although we cannot agree with Mr. 


Rapp in political matters, yet this will 
not create in us any feelings hostile to 
the society or to Mr. Rapp as a neigh- 
bor — We admire the society for its in- 
dustry, sobriety, and perseverance, in 
the manufacturing arts. — Beaver Repub. 


Tht Coat Trade. — Schuylkill county 


has sent upwards of 80,000 tons of coal 
to market. — This quantity would re- 
quire, to be conveyed on a turnpike, 
40,000 wagons, 40,000 men and 160,- 
000 horses, and would load 260 ships 
of 300 tons burthen. 
AH this coal was 


mined within a circuit of eight miles 
round Potlsville. The coal is worth in 
the ground, on the average, about SO 
cents per ton, and was purchased by 
the consumer at about 6 dollars per 
ton, which would amount to 480,000 
dollars. 
Deduct 24,000 dollars, the 


value of coal in the ground, and you 
have an actual capital created by honest 
industry of four hundred and fifty-six 
thousand dollars from Schuylkill county 
alone — and from Schuylkill, Lehigh & 
Lackawana operations an aggregate 
capital of one million of dollars in one 
season 1 Such are the effects of the 
Anthracite Coal Trade of Pennsylvania 
—and are they not really wonderful !

Forfu»a!e Discovery. — Our neighbor, 


(Mr. Custis) who owns the Distillery 
at Nail Creek, in this village, in the 
process of distillation from corn, per- 
ceived an oil which rose upon the sur- 
face of the liquor. He took pains to 
collect it and make a trial of hs pro- 
perties. It has been determined by re- 
pealed experiments 3jy various, persons, 
that the oil answers as well for burning 
as the best spennacsti oil. 
Ii is equal 


ly pure, and as free from any offensive 
smell, and will burn as loam*,. Further 
experiments are making of its use in 
painting;, and it is alledgcd, (although a 
fairtrhl has not yet been made) thai it 
answers all the piirpo«.es of linseed oil. 
Mr. Custis procures a little less than a 
quart from a bushel of corn, and from 
9 lo 12 gallons per day, from the quan- 
tity of corn which he works up. This 
oil is worth one dollar a gallon. It is 
also a clear profit lo the distiller, as it 
does not diminish thequamhy of liquor 
or whiskey.

This is not a fancy sketch: T 
appeal to one and all of you to say. whether 
you have not frequently met Ihe original. 


Go to your Aims-houses, your Poor-houses, 


and your Hospitals—-and inquire what has 
crowded them with paupers. 
Yon will re- 


ceive the same startlinn1 answer—"It was In- 
tempenmcr." From this cause, proceeds two 
thirls of the pauperism in the country, cost- 
ing between six ami seven millions of dollars 
(innuitlli/: and it. is the same cause that an- 
nually consigns more than 50,000 of the citi- j 
zens of these CL States to the Debtor's apart- 
ment in your prisons.

WEST INDIA TRADE. 


Mr. Holmes, of Maine, rose to call 


the altention of the Senate to a passage 
of ihe President's message, in which 
the arrangement with Great Britain, in 
regard to the Colonial Trade, was refer- 
red to, and ihe beneficial effect of that 
arrangement on American navigalion 
in the increase of American lonage as- 
serted; and Mr. H. proceeded by a se- 
ries of remarks, and a reference to the 
public documents, to show that Amer- 
ican tonnuge engaged in the British co- 
lonial trade, htid ^really fallen off, and 
ihe British tonnage admitted into our 
ports greatly increased, since the ar 
rangement went inlo effecl. 
He con- 


cluded by moving t,he following resolu- 
tions,which were read.laid on the Ubie, 
and ordered to be reprinted, viz:

last session reducing the d u t y on Teas 
will go into operation. 


Mr. Smith 
explained the views of 


she Committee, and went into some ex- 
planation of his own p ; i r i i r u l u r views 
on the subject, which were in favor of 
a very large reduction of the d u t y af- 
ter tbe public debt was1 paid off. 


Mr. Clay delivered hi 
1) opinions in 


regard to the immediate subject before 
tbe Senate, in accordance w i t h thereof 
Mr. Webster. 
He then proceeded at 


some length, to express his views in re- 
g.ird to tbe expediency of taking up an 
insulated article of import, and in fa- 
vor of a general revision of the t a i i f f o f 
duties, whenever tbe duties on Teas 
should be considered. 
lie also staled 


succinctly his reasons for considering 
it more i m p o r t a n t to relieve ihe coun- 
try by" a reduction of the taxes imposed 
by the tariff, (so far as could be done 
w i t h o u t violating or departing from tbe 
great and vital policy of prolec'ion,) 
t h a n the extinguishment of the public 
debt by a given day, especially when 
this latter object was proposed to be 
accomplished by redeeming a capital 
on which we pay three per cent, bv sac- 
rificing a capital on which we receive 
an interest of six per cent. 


Mr Hayne followed at some length, 


in an explanation of bis views—agree- 
ing with Mr. Clay in the propriety of a 
general revision of the tariff, instead of 
acting on an isolated item ; and entered 
earnestly bis protest against the policy 
of removing tbe d u t y from articles of 
luxury, or such as enter into the con- 
sumption of the rich only, and keeping 
the d u t i e s on those which were consu- 
med by the poor. 
He protested also 


against tbe policy of any other or high- 
er tariffof duties than such as is?need- 
ed for revenue : and urged such a course 
of legislation as nil! tend to reconcile 
the discontent of the country with the 
present system 


Mr. Chambers made a few remarks 


on the subject of the report, and in fa- 
vor of a reduction of the d u t y as prayed 
for, and concluded by moving that the 
report be laid on the table, which was 
agreed to ; and 


The report was laid on the table ac- 


cordingly. 


The Senate resumed the bill supple- 


mentary to "the act for the relief of cer- 
tain surviving officers and soldiers of 
the revolution." together with the a- 
mendment reported
